The Cloverport market, it is said, U 
in advance of other markets at the 
present. Both the Whiteley, Son & Co. 
and the American Tobacco Company 
report business satisfactory and look 
for a good season. 

Owensboro, Ky., Nov. 23 — Tobac 
is rolling in in great i|uantities. The 
handling forces of all of the Equity 
houses in the county have been exces- 
sively busy for the past several days. 

Equity men throughout the county 
feel perfectly confident of. being able to 
hold virtually all of the pledged tobac- 
co, even in the face of the high prices 
which will be offered in the open mar- 
ket. Xot a single instance of "dump- 
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charge of the rehantlling house;

Hardinsburg. Ky. . Nov. 27. -(Spec- 
ial )— At a meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Equity held here Monday after- 
noon with the president. G S. Wilson, 
in the chair, the following important 
resolutions|were unanimously adopted. 

Whereas. It is rumored that certain 
members of our society are considering 
the advisability of seliing their tobacco, 
notwithstanding that they have contract- 
ed to pool it with the tobacco of other 
members of this organization. There- 
fore be it 

Resolved. That we call to the atten- 
tion and consideration of all our mem- 
bers their contract and obligation to pool 
their tobacco, and not to sell it. and we 
ask them all. as honorable men. not to 
violate their agreement. 

Resolved. 2d, That in the improbable 
event that any member of this society 
should sell his tobacco, and thus violate 
his contract to pool it. this organization, 
shall proceed against him legally and 
either institute action for dimages for 
the violation of the contract, or bring an 
injunction suit to prevent the proposed 

Resolved. 3d. That the chairman of 
the county organization, together with 
the six chairmen of the magisterial dis- 
tricts of this county, be and they are 
hereby appointed as a committee of this 
society, who shall be and are authorized 
to employ an attorney for the purpose of 
bringing a suit against any and every 
person who shall violate his written ob- 
ligation by selling his tobacco.

Assured His Auditors at Each Point 
That He Would Use Every Effort to 
SecureCitizenship For Them— Auto- 
mobile Used From Ponce to San 
Juan and Return. 

San Juan. Porto Rico. Nov. 22 — 
After a day and night spent among 
the people of Porto Rico, President 
Roosevelt and party sailed today from 
Ponce for home, and It Is expected 
that Washington will be reached lata 
Monday night. 

The president Journeyed In an auto- 
mobile over the famous military road 
from Ponce to San Juan, and was ac- 
corded an ovation by the people of 
Porto Rico. The SOmllo trip was 
made In 6 hours and 30 minutes, count 
Ing the time taken up by stops at the 
principal towns along the route where 
the president made short speeches to 
the people. The president In all his 
speeches dwelt on the affection he 
held for the people of Porto Rico, and 
assured them that he would use every 
effort to secure citizenship for them, 
that his efforts would be unceasing to 
help them along the path of true gov- 
ernment

was driven to the Roosevelt high 
school Here several hundred school 
children had been assembled and sang 
America" as the president drove up.

AMERICAN PORK 
•arrad From Franc* by a Preliminary 
Custom* Decision. 

Paris, Not. 21— The elimination of 
the microscopic examination of pork 
from the sew American meat Inspec- 
tion law has resulted In a preliminary 
decision by the French customs au- 
thorities barring American ham, ba- 
con, canned pork. etc. After long dip- 
lomatic negotiations, several yeara 
ago, Frsnce agreed to admit American 
pork on a government certificate that 
It had been microscopically examined 
and found sound. When, therefore, 
the new regulations Instituted after 
the packing disclosures, and under 
which the first shipments are now on 
their way tr> French ports, wera sub 
mltted to the authorities here th*y 
ruled that they did not comply with 
the old agreement, and prompt meas- 
ures were instituted to secure their 
reversal, and if possible avoid pro- 
long,.! unpleasant dplomatlc nego- 
tiations. _ 

Three Die In Blizxard. 

El Paso, Tex., Nov. 23 — Three men 
are dead as a result of the storm 
which raged in Pecos valley, and oth- 
ers are missing and friends fear for 
their safety. The body of Jack Kemp, 
a mail carrier, who perished In the 
blizzard, was found burled in the 
snow. Edward Lamar and Antonio 
Santiago, cattle rounders, died from 
exposure, their bodies being recov- 
ered In the Guadeloupe mountains. 
A. M Freeman of Carlsbad, a former 
Judge of the federal court, is reported 
as one of the persons missing since 
»h* storm 

Colored Candidate Counted Out. 

Chicago. Nov. 23. — Ferdinand I<. 
Barnett. the colored assistant state's 
attorney who, according to the polio- 
returns, was elected Judge of the new 
municipal court at the recent election, 
has been unseated by the canvassing 
board. The police returns gave Bar 
nett a plurality of tM, but the official 
count of the:ij wards of the city shows 
that Thomas B. Lantry, Democrat, 
was elected by a plurality of 304. Bar- 
nett was the only Republican defeated 
for a city office at the election. 

Demands of National Grange. 

Denver. Cala., Nov. 23. — The Na- 
tional Grange convention adopted res- 
olutions, reported by the committee 
on agriculture, condemning free seed 
distribution by the government as be- 
ing of no benefit, opposing a national 
fertilizer law, and favoring an amend- 
ment to the oleomargarine law by 
striking out the word "knowingly.'' to 
the end that convictions may be se- 
cured for violation of the law. 

Confidence Men Seized. 

Chicago, Nov. 23.— Five men said 
to be members of a gang of confidence 
men who have swindled foreigners 
returning to their native country out 
of many thousands of dollars wera 
arrested here. The gang was com- 
posed of two Austrlans. one French- 
man and two Italians. These men 
frequented Chicago railroad depots, 
where they met countrymen returning 
to their homes in Europe.

Springfield, Mass., Nov. 23. — One 
death was the result of the poisoning 
of 400 guests at the wedding of Miss 
Anna Florence Halm and Samuel n.
